CARPENTERS ANXIOUS 
TO MEET ALL CHARGES 


BY MARION KENDRICK. 

Announcement of a’ further reduc- 
tion in rediscount rates from 51-2 to 
5 per cent in the sixth federal reserve 
bank district by Governor M. B. 
Wellborn Monday, was featured by his | 
declaration that the eut was made pos- 
sible owing to material progress in 
liquidation and general business im- 
provement and that the institution's 
action places members banks in a 
N much better position to assist various 
enterprises next year. 

The third reduction in rates made 
this year by the Atlanta reserve bank, 
coming as it does at the heighth of 
holiday trade, will give added zest to 
1922 operations inaugurated in its 
early months, it was asserted. On Jan- 
uary 22, the institution dropped its 
rates from 7 to 6 per cent. Another 
decrease of one-half. per cent was de- 

ared on November 2. 

One of the most significant points 
stressed by Governor Wellborn in dis- 
cussing the progress of liquidaticn, 
was his statement that all member 
banks in this district were in excellent 
condition. This was evidenced, he 
said, by the fact that fully one-third 
of the banks were not» rediscounting 
paper with the Atlanta institution. 

Not Borrowing Heavily. 

“A great many persons think the 
banks are borrowing heavily,” he con- 
tinued. “But this is not true, and I 
think it is one of the best: indications 
of advancement made,toward a normal 
status. 

“The action of the reserve bank to- 
day in lowering its rates, places all of 
| ite members in g@ position to be of 
much more assistance to agricultural 
and business enterprises: 

“Too much importance can not be 
given to the effect it will have on con- 
ditions. The reduction is like placing 
fine oil.on the cogs of the great ma- 
chinery of ovr business and commer- 
cial world—the wheels of agriculture, 
manufactories and all industries wih 
run more smoothly. 

“I believe conditions will continue 
to improve,” he said, “but I do not. 
believe we will reach normal until 
another crop has been made by farm- 
ers and sold at fair prices. This is 
due to the fact planters will not have 
their usual purchasing power until 
fair prices prevail. 

Fhnds for Farmers. 

“Every legitimate business enter- 
prise will be supplied with neressary 
funds next year. The same thing will 
hold true in regard to farmers with 
proper security. The banks will be 
more careful in making their leans, 
and I believe will lend money to raise 
a small amount of cotton, but will re- 
fuse to countenance large acreages in 
the fleecy staple. 

“Through the activities of the fed- 
eral reserve system, a great panic has 


been thwarted in the country. It has 
stood lik: a strong wall behind the 
farmers, business concerns and the 
banks. Not only have the members 
of the system profited through this 
assistanc:, but state banks‘ms a whole 
have been enabled to weather the storm 
of the reconstruction period,” he as- 
serted.

The official councilmanic probe of 
the conduct of Alderman J. L. Carpen- 
ter and his son, Attorney W. Paul 
Carpenter, came to an end Monday 
afternoon when city coungil unani- 
mously adoptd the investigating com- 
mittee’s report completely exonerating 
them. 

This action on the part of the coun- 
cil fulfilled the prediction made a 
short time ago at a session of the probe 
committee by Attorney Carpenter, 
when he dramatically declared to its 
members : 

“Gentlemen, this committee has been 
appointed to investigate the conduct of 
my father and myself. I beg of you. 
do not adjourn now, but proceed witb 
your investigation and get at the very 
bottom of this thing. If you do not 
proceed, the entire affair will be 
‘hushed’ up.” 

This declaration followed bold 
charges by Attorney Carpenter that 
Mayor Key, who, it is said, was the 
main instigator of the probe, was 
afraid to appear before the committee 
and press his charges, because “the 
mayor knows thet I have inforamities) 
jimmy pessession which I.am-ready te 
lay before the committee which wil) 
forever discredit him.” 

Mayer Finally Appears. 

Charges against the Carpenters, 
based on statements alleged to have 
heen made by Mayor Key, collapsed

Washington, December 19.—France 
has taken steps to reconcile her views 
on the naval ratio problem with those 
of the other powers, but her precise 
attitude—now the crucial issue of the 
arms negotiations—remains in doubt. 

Unofficial advices from. abroad to- 
day indicated that Premier Briand 
had decided to accept the American 
proposal for a French capital ship 
fleet of 175,000 tons in place of the 
350,000-ton plan drawn by the French 
delegates. 

Secretary Hughes, as chairman of 
the arms conference, also received 
from the French * premié® a Commu- 
Bication constrhed at the state de- 
partment as meaning that the 
Frefch group had been directed to 
accede to the American program. 

Different Construction. 

But the French delegates themselves 
did not so construe a long message 
of instructions received from the pre- 
mier during the day. ‘They described 
it as advising them to go as far to- 
ward meeting the American Views as 
they could without sacrifice of French 
national interests. It was said not 
to embody a specific decision nor to 
make reference to any specific ton- 
nage plan. 

With the negotiations in that sit-|- 
uation, Mr. Hughes and Albert Sar- 
raut, head of the Frencli delegation, 
held a long conference late this after- 
noon and parted without making any 
announcement.

money in the bank, paying cash as 
they go and at the same time are 
improving their lands in a perma- 
nent way.”

What Mr. Coleman has done can 
be done by every otter farmer; and 
what is being done in Butts can be 
done in every other county in 
Georgia. 

With a market for every pound 
of meat and dairy products that can 
be produced, the market quotations 
on corn ought to be of no concern 
whatsoever to the Georgia farmer. 

And if he can produce corn, pea- 
nuts, sorghum, velvet beans, pas- 
turage, hay, etc., under conditions 
more favorable than those tobe 
found anywhere else on the face of 
the earth, as is the case in practi- 
cally every county in Georgia, he 
has found the antidote for the boll 
weevil.

human happiness. 

Thus every dollar that the good 
people of Atlanta +have invested or 
will invest in the “Ten Opportuni- 
ties” presented by the Atlanta As- 
sociated Charities must be consid- 
ered as being Just that muck, in- 
vested In humanity; and th .

{HEALTH TALKS

The.Tea and Coffee Question. 
One or two cups of coffee. with or 
without cream an@ sugar for bréak- 
fast every morning must be acknowl- 
edged to be harmless for most adults, 
and in my judgment should be deemed 
wholesome and beneficial for most 
adults. This is true also of one or 
two cups of tea with meals every day. 

Coffee, and in less degree tea, de- 
pend upon an alkaloid calied caffiene 
in coffee and tehine in tea for their 
well-known stimulating action upon 
the nervous system. An _ alkaloid 
present in cocoa and chocolate are 
the mildest of the three beverages and 
coffee is the most active. 

Oxygen is a powerful stimulant of 
the nervous system, and most of us 
take several drinks of oxygen every 
day. Nobody has as yet introduced 
a substitute for oxygen and therefore 
no extensive propaganda to discour- 
age the drinking in of oxygen bus yet 
been launched, but we should not be 
surprised to learn almost any day that 
oxygen is to blame for that tired feel- 
ing and the universal desire of civil- 
ized mankind to evade all labor and 
just roll about or play. -Somebody 
probably will assure us#hat unless we 
break this habit of using so much oxy- 
gen every day, so many labor-saving 
devices will be perfected shortty that 
we'll all have to turn reformers. 

Children under the age of 16 are 
invariably harmed by coffee and tea, 
and, in my judgment, by cocoa or 
chocolate if they use the latter ha- 
bitually. It may be, as many better 


cectors than myself betieve, that a 
little chocolate vr cocoa made with 
a large prepurtion of milk and cream 
is comparatively harmless for children 
over 10 years of uge. Still, miik is 
the child’s beverage and why trifle 
with the child’s nutrition? ‘rhere are 
still, or were until recently, a few 
parents with so little responsibility 
or intelligence as to think that a lit- 
tle beer does a child no harm. Just 
such people, by similar reaseniig, be- 
gin feeding young children weak tea 
or coffee—and wonder why chil- 
dren are so nervous, so difficult to 
manage, so much inclined to wet the 
bed, so susceptible to St. Vitus’ dance, 
so likely to develop habit spasms or 
tics, so precocious, and, alas, some 
times so strangely vicious in moral 
conduct. : 
Invalids and valetudinarians should 
be guided by the counsels of their own 
medical advisers as regards the use of 
these beverages. Too many of the 


self-confessed neurotics in this country 
are adding to the bugaboos’that haunt 
their lives, the tea and coffee phobia 
wholly upon the suggestion of some 
fellow who would persuade them to 
substitute a beverage he has to sell. 

Accorauing to the observations of 
Dr. Philip B. Hawk, professor of phys- | 
iological chemistry in Jefferson Med- 
ical college, Philadelphia (Professor 
Hawk is not a physician), the pres- 
ence of either tea or coffee in nowise 
retards the digestion. of food in the 
stomach—and Dr. Hawk is rather cold 
toward coffee drinking himself. 

One point that skinny or under- 
nourished felks should know is that ' 
the sense of well-being produced by | 
tea or coffee sometimes encourages the | 
drinker in taking to little real food, | 
deceives him with the false sense of | 
satisfied appetite.

ley Receives Flood of Mail |

Washington, December 19.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The ad- 
visory committee to the American dele- 
gation to the international arms con- 
ference, of which Georgia has a mem- 
ber in Charles S. Barrett, today 
announced that a great section of 
the American people favor the 
United States joining an “association 
of nations,” the term “association” 
having been for political reasons sub- 
stituted by President Harding for the 
word “league.” 

That this conference wil] lead to: 
steps by the Harding administration in 
a short time toward some sort of asso- 
ciation of nations, combined for peace, 
is expected by those in the confidence 
of President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes. 

: Many Expressions. 

Resolutions and petitions received 
by the advisory committee from all 
sections of the country show that 
1,066,000 persons have expressed them- 
selves as favoring some form of an 
association of nations. On December 
1 the number showing such preference 
was 38.406. Since the four-power 
treaty has been brought into being 
and analyzed as an alliance of nations 
to maintain peaceful relations in the 
Pacific, the number of association pro- 
ponents has exceeded one million, ac- 
cording to a report issued by the ad- 
visory comunittee. 

This committtee intends operating 
its “sentiment-getting machine” until 
the end of the conference, and by that 
time, it is expected, public opinion 
in the United States will have been 
pretty well canvassed. It is regarded 
as likely that those charged with 
handling the foreign policy of the na- 
tion will be influenced by this sym- | 
posium, 


Party Committed. 

The republican party is committed! 
to an association of nations by its 
national platform. This platform, 
adopted with the consent of the “‘irrec- 
oncilables” including Senators Borah 
and Johnson, commits the party upon 
such a course. After the big nations 
have agreed upon an armament plan, 
the next step is to form the promised 
association of nations. Sentiment is 
believed to be ready for such a move 
here and abroad, and those who are 
advising President Harding believe 
that the move should be made almost 
simultaneously with the present confer- | 
ence, while sentiment is sincerely and 
acutely aroused over plans to preserve 
peace and restore war stricken coun- 
tries to normal conditions.

Confidence Men 


Are Busy Coining 
Money in Florida 


Postal Inspector H. H. Graham, 
who returned to Atlanta Monday from 
a trip to Florida and Savannah, de- 
clared that every resort town in Flor- 
ida was overrun with confidence men, 
who were operating the same schemes 
there that they used in Atlanta to sep- 
a ate the “suckers” from their money. 


Mr. Graham also stated he viewed 
the body of the unknown man who 
died in Savannah recently, and that 
he identified it as that of Hugh Trai- 
nor, \anted by the police in two 
northern cities for the part he played 
in fleecing victims in bunco games. 

The inspector went to Orlando to 
round up a gang of bunco operators 
who, he says, have made the Hotel 
Astor their headquarters for the past 
two seasons. While he was making an 
investigation, all the crowd disap- 
peared the day before Roxie Casoletto, 
an Italian, and member of the gang, 
was found murdered in the Hotel As- 
tor. Beside the dead man, Mr. Gra- 
ham stated, he found on the floor a 
circular, one of which the postoffice 
department has sent to every bank in 
the country, showing how they can 
protect their customers from the bun- 
co crowd and from crooked bankers 
who have been handling this kind of 
paper, which is generally a draft.

party before congress at its regular 
session in December. This is termed 
the “blanket equal rights amendment” 
and in reference to this measure Miss 
Douglas expressed the view that Geor- 
gia and other states of the south are 
not ready for it just now. 

“Of course, my mind is open to 
conviction, but, viewing the matter on 
its face, I can see many things about 
it which would bring about no im- 
provement of the status of women if 
it were effective in Georgia right now. 
Mind you,:I say right now, because 1 
believe firmly that as the new gener- 
ation of women comes up the individ- 
ual woman will more and more be- 
come able to handle her legal and busi- 
ness affairs quite as well as men. 
But where you would find one woman 
who could delve into intricate legal 
affairs and handle them as well as 
the better business trained man, you 
would find many hundreds _ utterly 
helpless,’ Miss Douglas declared. 

Some of the legal discriminations, 
both for and against women, existing 
in Georgian now were pointed out by 
Attorney-General George M. Napier, 
and Miss Douglas concurred in_ the 
view of the attrney-general that in 
some important points woman would 
be the loser if granted exact @quai 
rights in Georgia at the present time. 

Under the Georgia law, , it was 
pointed out by the attorney-general, a 
husband igs bound to support his 
wife, but a wife is in no wise re- 
ciprocally bound. 

A wife can possess a separate es- 
tate, consisting of all she owned prior 


1 to her marriage and all property shé 


acquires after marriage, and this es- 
tate is not subject to her husband's 
debts. 

In Georgia, a husband ig liable for 
the torts committed by his wife, but 
the wife is not liable for torts com- 
mitted by her husband. On the other 
hand, a husband can recover damages 
against a third party for a tort com- 
mitted against his wife, but the wife 
cannot recover for a tort or wrong 
committed against her husband. 

One of the serious discriminations 
made against a wife in Georgia is the 
lew defining the head of the family. 

“Under the Georgia law, the hus- 
band is the head of the family, and 
his wife igs subject to him. Her civil 
existence is merged into the husband, 
except as far as the law recognizes 
her separately, either for her own pro- 
tection, her benefit or fot the preser- 
vation of public order,” the attorney- 
general declared. 

A husband in Georgia must give 
a that he will not be responsible 
forshis wife’s debts, or else he is 


lind. 

Hisbands ean, by  ante-nuptial 
agréements, settle any money they de- 
sire on their prospective wives, pro- 
vided such settlement does not disqual- 
ify him from paying existing debts. 

There are some. discriminations 
against men and in favor of women in 
the divorce laws—particularly to laws 
covering alimony. Formerly there was 
discrimination in favor of the husband 
relative to ghe custody of children, but 
this has k changed recently, so that 
husband wife are now on an equal 
plane as as custody of their chil- 
dren are cerned. 

In crimimal procedure there is some 
diserimination in favor of the wife,

But this exception is made 
in favor of the wife—she is held com- 
petent to testify against her husbana 
upon his trial for any criminal] offense 
committed against her, but cannot be 
compelled to give such testimony. She 
also can testify where the husband 
cannot in certain abandonment pro- 
ceedings. 

In discussing some of these discrim- 
inations, as pointed out by the attor- 


ney-general, Miss Douglas called at- | 


tention to the passage of laws by the 
legislature at its last session covering 
woman's gervice on juries, military, 
police and patrol duty. Under this 
law, women of Georgia specifically are 
exempted from service on juries or 
from performing military, police or 
patrol duty. 

Attorney-General Napier, in  dis- 
cussing this law, said there is no ex- 
press inhibition against women serv- 
ing on juries or in taking up military 
or road duty. He said this law was 
passed for the benefit of women and 
discriminates in their favor, as it ex- 
empts them from certain services 
which are required of men.

Snow Not Likely 


Here Christmas, 
Says Forecaster 


Von Herrmann Delves Into 
Record Book and Finds Only 
One Real Snowy Day. 


Atlanta probably will have a Christ- 
mas free of snow, according to C. F. 
von Herrmann, local weather man. 

Out of the forty-three Christmas 
days that have been recorded by the 


Atlanta office of the weather bureau, 
only one has brought with it any real 
conn’ and that was December 25, 


Traces of snow were seen on four 
other Christmas days in 1899, 1909, 
1913 and 1915. 

So, says Mr. von Herrmann, the 
prancing and pawing of St. Nicholas’ 


inantle of new-fallen snow, if one 


Christmases. 

Out of the forty-three years of 
which record has been kept in the 
weather bureau office, twenty-three 
have been absolutely dry. Sixteen 
had very little rain, less than one- 
quarter of an inch, while four had a 
rainfall of more than one-half inch. 

During the forty-three years the 
coldest Christmas came in 1878, says 
Mr, von Herrmann, when mer- 
cury fell to 19 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The warmest Christmas was in 1889, 
when the thermometer registered more 
than 62 degrees, as the average tem- 
perature for the day. 

When questioned about the proba- 
bility of a moderate winter, as appar- 
ently indicated by the weather up to 
date, Mr. von Herrmann said: “No- 
body can tell off-hand whether we 
are going to-get cold weather this 
winter or not. In spite of thege goose- 
bone prophets, it’s going to be hard 
to get the cold down here. However, 
after Christmas the weather may be 
different from what it is now.” 

Cloudy, unsettled weather without 
rain, predicted Mr. von Herrmann, 
with the temperature up a little would 
be the forecast for today. It will be 
colder tonight. Fair weather for 
Georgia, a8 a whole, is predicted by 
Washington.

Riots don’t occur in the south. It 
is most interesting that the author of 
this bill, the gentleman from St. 
Louis, is silent on race riots. You 
practically say, by this bill, let race 
riots flourish at the will of the local 
community. If you want to kill ne- 
groes, you must kill them in droves, 
but if five men kill one negro, even for 
the most heinous of all crimes, the five 
must go to prison for life, the local 
law officer must go to the penitentia- 
ry, and the innocent citizens of the 
county must be taxed to benefit the 
criminal’s family, while the helpless 
white woman who has suffered agonies 
ten thousand times worse than death, 
receives from this bill not a suggestion 
of help or sympathy. 

Suggests Substitute. 

“Why not do a far nobler thing 
now, and be enabled to think better of 
yourselves in the years to came, by 
bringing in a substitute provieing that 
the country shall be taxed whenever 
the local community permtis a criminal 
assault upon a woman’”’ 

Representative Aswell declared that 
while five men who took part in a 
lynching would be punished, under 
the bill “you overlook the bomb- 
thrower, who strikes at the very 
foundation of the government. Why 
not tax New York, Chicago or Wash- 
ington every time an anarchist throws 
a bomb in one of these cities to de- 
stroy life and property?” 

The Louisianan charged that the 
purpose of the bill was “to corral the 
republican vote in the next election,” 
and that if enacted into law “it would 
do harm rather than good.” 

Criminal Misleads. 

“You fail to recognize,’ Mr. <As- 
well said, “that the real black man, 
the trustworthy, dependable negro of 
the south whose relations with the 
white man are most sincerely cordial, 
has no interest in such legislation. 
He knows his white neighbor and 
friend is ever ready to protect and 
defend him. It is the criminal negro 
and the agitator of the north and 
east, bot black and white, that mis- 
leads you into grievous error on this 
sort of ignoble legislation.” 

Where the people know the local 
court will give prompt and exact jus- 
tice “there is no mob action,” Mr. 
Aswell asserted. “This end, however. 
must originate in the conscience of 
the community and not in dictation 
or interference from Washington.”

PREDICTS 
IMPROVEMENT. 


President Jack Heydler, of the Ne 
tional league, predicts an improvement 
in major league pitching next season. 
He bases the prediction upon the de 
velopment of at least five National 
league pitchers and the prospect of 
further improvement in these men and 
the probability of the discovery or 
development of others. 


The prediction is not a wild one, 
While the pitching prospects are bet- 
ter, they are not yet indicative of any 
return to the form of pitchers of a 
decade ago.

That it was bad can be shown by the 
fact that more than 50 per cent of the 
batters in the majors who were cred- 
ited with hitting over 300 are not nor- 
mal .500 hitters in any good league.

A completeness of enjoymen: beyond 
anything afforded: by other artists 
s*nging in Atlanta for a long time was 
provided by Reinald Werrenrath, bari- 
tone, in recital last night at the Audi- 
torium.

SUHUOL TAX HELD 


VALID BY JUDGE 


_ A school tax of 1 per cent levied 
in College Park was held constitu- 
tional Monday by Judge John T. Pen- 
dieton, of Fulton superior court, when 
he declined to enjoin the collection 
of the tax, and dissolved the restrain- 
ing order whicu held up its collec- 
tion nending the final hearing. 

The petition for injunction was 
asked by Dr. J. H. Foster and 17 
other citizens of College Park. 

The injunction. was sought on the 
grounds that the law authorizing the 
collection of such taxes was uncon- 
stitutional. It was argued that the 
law was passed by the general assem- 
bly in 1921 as an amendment to a 
law passed in 1916, which authorized 
the collection of one-half of one per 
cent taxes. The 1916 law was al- 
leged to be unconstitutional because 
it was pointed out that no referendum 
had been voted on by the citizens. 

Judge Garland Watkins and Mark 
Bolding represented the plaintiffs, 
while the city of College Park was rep- 
resented by George P. Whitman, city 
attorney.

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CUBAN SUGAR MEN 
FIGHT NEW TARE 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, December 19.—Extend- 
ed arguments for and against reten- 
tion of the present temporary duty 
of 1.6 cents a pound on Cuban raw 
sugar were presented today to senate 
tariff framers. 

Spokesmen for American sugar 
companies operating in Cuba declared 
the existing rate would prevent the 
rehabilitation of the industry in this 
island republic, while representatives 
of the beet sugar industry in this 
country asserted that a return to the 
Underwood law rate of 1 cent a pound 
would prevent the development of that 
industry, if it did not destory it. 

The senators were told by those 
representing American companies in 
Cuba that more than a mere tariff 
question was involved; that the re- 
habilitation of Cuba depended upon 
the sugar industry and that the United 
States was morally bound to aid that 
country. They also argued that there 
was $1,000,000,000 of American cap- 
ital invested in the Cuban industry 
as against $200,000,000 in the in- 
dustry in this country. 

Would Kill Trade. 

It also was argued that the duty 
proposed to be made “permanent” by 
the Fordney bill was the highest im- 
posed in thirty years and that it 
represented a direct tax of $162,000,- 
000 annually on the American peo- 
ple, $81,000,000 of which would go 
to £meri_.an sugar producers. Atten- 
tion also was called by witnesses that 
Cuba imported last year $515,000,- 
000..worth of American’ products and 
that since the economic life of the 
island depended upon its sugar crop, 
much of this trade would be lost un- 
less the’ United States helped to re- 
habilitate the Cuban sugar industry. 

Finally, it was argted that the 
clause in the Fordney bill permitting 
American réfiners to import at three- 
fourths of the normal duty two pounds 
of sugar for each pound of domestic 
sugar refined from beets or cane was 
a violation of the spirit if not the 
letter of the reciprocity treaty with 
Cuba giving a preferential rate of 
20 per cent below the full rate on 
imports from that country. 

It also was contended that this 


'was a discrimination in favor of 


certain American interests and in- 
jurious: to others. 


Smoot. Objects. 

Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
took exception to many of the state- 
ments of the witnesses presenting the 
case for the American companies. He 
declared that. conditions in the sug- 
ar industry in Cuba were no worse 
than those in the’sugar industry in 
this country and announced that he 
favored the protection of American 
capital invested in this country as 
against American capital invested in 
other countries because it helped to 
build up the United States. 

Spokesmen for the industry in the 
United States testified that the beet 
sugar industry had been developed in 
seventeen states; that there was in- 
vested in it $200.000,000 with 95 fac- 
tories. It now is prodwcing annually 
1,000.000 tons of sugar, or nearly one- 
fourth of the domestic consumption, 
and is reclaiming ‘vaste land because 
the beets will grow where other prod- 
uce will not. The acreage is now 
880,000 and the farmers raising the 
crop number 100,000 who give em- 
ployment to an additional 85,000 


hands. 
Domestic Industry. 

Given proper~ protection, the wit- 
ness argued, the industry would ex- 
pand to. the point wnere it could sup- 
ply most ofthe domestic demand and 
in case of “war, it also would make 
the country, independent of foreign 
countries. It also was contended 
that the raising of beets improved farm 
lands and made them more produc- 
tive when later sown to other crops.

Power of States 
In Picket Cases 


Washington, December 19.—The 
states, in exercise of their police pow- 
er, has no authority through legisla- 
tive action to prohibit the courts from 
enjoining picketing in labor disputes, 
the supreme court held today in a de- 
cision involving an act of the state 
of Arizona. 

In the opinion, upon which the 
court divided five and fouf, it was 
held that the lower courts ‘erred in 
refusing to consider an application for 
an injunction which was sought to re- 
strain certain methods of picketing. 
Chief Justice Taft delivered the opin- 
ion of the court. Justices Holmes, 
Pitney and Brandeis separately stated 
dissenting views, and Justice Clark 
joined in the opinion anneunced by 
Justice Pitney. 

“The legislative power of a state 
can only be exerted in ubgedination 
to the fundamental prinéiples of right 
and justice, which the ggaranty of due 
process in the fourteenth » amendment 
is intended to preserve,’ declared the 
chief justice, “and a purely arbitrary 
or capricious exercise of that power 
whereby a wrongful and highly in- 
jurious invasion of property rights, 
as here, is practically sanctioned, and 
the owner stripped of all real remedy 
is wholly at variance with these prin- 
ciples.” 

The chief justice etated that ille- 
gality of the means used in the pres- 
ent case to drive away customers was 
“without doubt and fundamental.”

Washington, December 19.—An an- 
swer to Henry Ford's letter, delivered 
today to Secretary Weeks by engineers 
representing the Detroit manufacturer 
in his negotiations for the purchase 
and lease of the government’s nitrate 
and waterpower projects at Muecle 
Shoals, Ala., will be written by the 
war secretary tomorrow. At the mo- 
ment it is dispatched, it was announced 
tonight, the contents of the two com- 
munications, that received today and 
the secretary's reply, probably will be 
made public 

The meeting between the govern- 
ment officials and those representing 
Mr. Ford was said to have accom- 
plished little toward bringing the ne- 
gotiations to a close. Mr. Ford’s let- 
ter was described as being merely an 
opinion as to what the cost of con- 
struction of dams No. 1 and No. 2 
would be. The figure fixed by Mr. 
Ford at $30,000,000, exclusive of cost 
of improvements necessary to naviga- 
tion in the upper Tennessee river, was 
said to be $15,000,000 under that esti- 
mated by army engineers as the mini- 
mum required for the work.
